I have opted to leave my notes on Carlton Lindsey dated 3-30-89, even though my 
comments after "So the question remains" are incorrect, since it provides a list of source 
materials for the concept that Cartons father was “Caleb” which involved us in much time 
and effort to prove, but have been unable to do so... My summary comment as the notes 
indicate is that I have not accepted Caleb as Carlton's father even though several widely 
distributed family histories consider this to be so. In fairness, they all seem to be relying 
on Shinn in his Pioneers and makers of Arkansas 1908. 


In Waxahachie, we were searching under 'Carlton" and,as is so often the case,learned of 
Robert Davidson's work, and we obtained by correspondence the included document of 
Robert Davidson. I am impressed by this data for several reasons, foremost 1s that it all 
makes sense in contradistinction to Shinn. Secondly, it is presented in a scholarly fashion. 
Furthermore, Davidson is careful to separate fact from probability. 


Bettye and I have researched the libraries and public records in Austin, Dallas, Little 
Rock, and even went to North Carolina to Surry and Rutherford counties, and into 
Spartenburg South Carolina and into Laurens district where we have found many record 
entries that traced the route of James and Carlton Lindsey essentially as Robert Davidson 
records . 


As he so aptly notes, we may never know for sure who is who and how it all fits or 
doesn't fit; but he is sure that CARLTON'S father was JAMES and his grandfather was 
WILLIAM. 

His hypothesis that this William was the son of the ‘first' Caleb, and thus the grandson of 
the patriarch JAMES may never be proven. 


We have seen much genealogy purporting to name the progenitors of the patriarch James, 
but all is innuendo, and Davidson points all of this out to us. 


# 16: Carlton B. Lindsey 
March 30, 1989 
Will Book A page 90, copy attached, from Trigg County, Kentucky 
establishes the fact that Carlton was the father of Toliver Lindsey. 


In all of the material available to me, there is no confidential 
proof as to who any of Carlton's ancestors were. Shinn(who 
seems to be accepted by subsequent researchers) does provide 
statements to the effect that Caleb was the father of Carlton, 
James was the father of Caleb, and (an earlier)Caleb was the 
father of James, and this and emmigrant James was the father of 
this Caleb. After reviewing all of the material at hand, there 
are two problems in accepting Shinn's enumerations.

Although there is no direct proof as to who Carlton's parents 
were, review of the above material, that is reinforced by family 
tradition that four brothers came to America from England or 
Scotland(related by my fathers sister, Aunt Melia) it seems 
worthwhile for me to analyze the lineage, as James the emmigrant 
had four sons. 


Margaret @sabe]la Lindsay derives her information from personal 
knowledge and more importantly, by questionaire. I have reviewed 
the entire book and only the extracted copied pages attached 
seem appropriate. This information related to her was from Mrs. 
Elizabeth Gordon nee Lindsey, aged at the time, and now(1889) 
deceased. Mrs. Gordon did say that she knew little of her early 
ancestry, but the pedigree given was sent by a Mr. Mason Gordon 
of Charlottsville. It was as follows: Great -grand father 

- was unnamed. Grandfather James b1700-d1782 who lived and died in 
Caroline County 12 miles from Port Royal, and who possibly was 
born in Scotland. Jame!s sons were Cale, John, William, Jacob, 
Daniel, and Ruben the chronicler's father. 


Two years later, Armistead Gordon(1901) points out that several 
different emigrants of Lindsa(e)ys camd to america. He quotes 


Mrs Elizabeth Lindsey Gordons' written manuscript: " My 
great-great grandfather Adam Lindsey" and "my Grandfather 
James Lindsey married Sarah Daniel". Her Grandfather James' 
family bible is in the posession of Mason Gordon of Charlotte- 
sville, and it is quoted with names and birth dates of all 
children and it notes that Caleb was born in 1720; furthermore 
it states that this Caleb had no children. 


Shinn in his discussion alludes(1908) to Isabella Lindsey"s 
book, but he gives no other source for his statements. 

He does, however, list James the emigrant as having four children: 
Caleb, Joshua, Adam, and William. He is not interested in 
any but Caleb. He states that this Caleb had two sons James 
and Joshua. And James married Sarah Daniel. This statement 
of marriage is contradictory to the Armistead Gordon account 
as he(mr. Gordon) lists Adam as the father of James who 
married Sarah Daniel. Furthermore, emigrant James" son Caleb 
is noted in the 1926 Wm & Mary Quart. as being born C 1664 
and dying in 1717. Also the Quarterly states that Caleb 
married a Miss. Clare and they had a son James born 1700 and 
he died in 1782 and that he married Sarah Daniel. Only one 
child "John" is mentioned farther. JI conjecture that this article 
which was written in 1926 was relying on Shinn? Shinn does 
list the male children of James and Sarah Daniel but the 
birth date for Caleb is 1733 and this you will note is at 
variance with the Armistead Gordon family Bible account that 
lists his birthdate as 1720. Shinn does list Caleb's and 
Sarah Carlton's children to include Carlton who he states 
was born in 1760. 


The unidentified geneology from Jackson Archives seems to me 
to be a composit of later dated i.e. after 1926 and relying 
on Shinn and other sources for material on James to Caleb to 
James(Sarah Daniel's James) and thence to a John that that 
article develops. 


So the question remains: Who was Carlton's father and mother? 
with the information at hand, there are two problems. First, 

the family bible in the Gordon account is more credible than 
Shinn. And the family Bible in the Gordon account and Elizabeth 
Lindsey Gordon's statement in quite clear that Adam(whose 

father is not listed) (although Shinn says it was the emigrant 
James) was the father of James who married Sarah Daniel. 

And not Caleb as Shinn says. Secondly, the Gordon account states that 
the Caleb eldest son born in 1720 to James and Sarah Daniel 

had no children. Never-the-less Shinn lists Carlton, the eldest, 
being born in 1760 along with other brothers. 


Therefore, i think Adam was the father of James(who married 
Sarah Daniel), and that the father of Caldb who married 

Sarah Carlton is unknown, because it is difficult to contradict 
family bibles and the documentary account in the earlier (1901) 
Gordon article stating that Caleb had no children. 


So, who are likely canidates to be Carlton's ancestors? (1) a brother 
(2) Someone from Laurens District S. C. as Lavenia Parmelia Martin, 


the wife of RBoliver came from there (3) Someone unknown in North 
Carolina as the Trigg Co. Hist indicates they came from Norht Carolina.
